DISCONTENT 
T 
HERE are two kinds of discontent—discontent w ith everything in gen­ 
eral, where you sit around and moan, without doing anything about 
it, and a holy discontent, where you determ ine in your m ind to assert 
your will, to be self-reliant—and to do something about the problems at 
hand. 
If you d id n ’t get discontented, every once in a whole, you wouldn’t 
m ake much progress. 
If everything is apparently satisfactory, there is 
created no opposition—and it takes opposition to keep a man. or a nation. 
“on its toes!’’ 
If you are a worker and are discontented with your job. and make no 
effort to get a new job in which you can be both fully useful and happy, 
then you cheat both yourself and the one for whom you work. 
You 
lack that self-reliant, quality th a t is able to lift you out of your dis­ 
content and put you upon high ground. 
There is an inward discontent and an outward discontent. 
The one 
originates within yourself and the other originates from any num ber 
of outward causes. Each has a bearing upon the other. But the handling 
of that inward discontent of yours is the far more im portant, for before 
you can get a clear vision in the handling of the discontent that is 
fomenting about you, you m ust be organized and hopeful in your own life. 
It is a good sign when you feel discontented with your lot. or even 
with yourself. It means th at those mysterious growing pains of character. 
which should be the lot of every progressive prison, are doing a good 
jub. 
The contented person, as a rule, does little and am ounts to little. 
Most of his time is consumed in watching the procession of forward 
looking, and forward doing people, pass by. 
Never get discouraged because of discontent.
